[Krom the Hickman Arsus-1 I 
Conventions. 
In view of the opposition and hostility which | 
some prominent politicians are attempting to ex- i 
cite against contentions, we think a lew remarks , 
on their history, nature, nnd results, will be ap- 
propriate and may prove usefu l. 

The caucus system originated with the Whig 
party, in the House of Commons, in 1C96. The 
Whig party at that lime represented the rcpub 
lican sentiment of Great Britain. True ex- I 
pounders and brave defenders ol' Constitutional ; 
rights, they had revolutionized the (tovernment | 
and pi >c d the crown upon the head of the liberal 
and enlightened monarch. In order to perfect 
their organization and discipline, their leailtrs, 
at that tone members of the House of Commons, | 
held meetings at various taverns, where tin y se- 
lected the men and determined the policy by 
which their principles and power were to be main- 
tained. 

The first rcgu'ar caucuses in this country were 
held by members ol Congress, the ugh soniettiing 
of the kind was got up at the Green Dragon 
tavern in Boston anterior to the Revolution, bv 
the leaders of the popular cause. In lt-00 a 
caucus was held in Philadelphia, thirty-seven 
Representatives and nine Senators being present. 
These were the leaders of the Republican or 
Democratic party, and nominated Jclferson and 
Burr. Such nominations, however, was not re- 
garded as authoritative, but was merely expected 
to exercise a great influence in favor of the 
nominees by the expression of such llattcring 
preference. A ntoi e regular caucus, and one j 
which acted as having authority, was that which, i 
in 18l)t<, nominated .Madison lor President over I 
Monroe. It was held at Washington, and was 
composed of HI members of Congress, being a 
majority of both Houses. From this time all ! 
political parties of the country adapted this sys- | 
lent, it was never popular, and seems to have 
been tolerated rather than approved by public 
sentiment, until it received its death blow in 
1824. The friends of Crawford, amonp whom 
Will Buren was conspicuous, insisted on this cau- 
cus for the benefit of their candidate. Of the 
2G! members of Congress at that time 216 were 
Democratic A majority of these were thought 
to be Crawford men, but over two-thirds were 
opposed to a caucus nomination. The caucus 
was called on February 14. Only GG attended. 
The nomination was indignantly repudiated by 
the Democracy. Jackson, the people's choice, 
received 99 electoral votes; Crawford 41; Clay, 
then acting with ihe Democratic party , received 
also -II votes, making 181 Democratic votes in 
t ie electoral College, to K4 Federalists, yet 
Ad. mis was elected and the Democratic party :.l- 
most overwhelmed by treachery and fraud. An- 
drew Jackson revived its broken energies and 
prepared it for new triumphs. 

The caucus s\ .teni was now emphatically de ol. 
Discovered to be inefficient, tyrannical, and cor- 
rupt, it was desUoyed by the force of public in- 
dignation. At this juncture, Andrew Jackson, 
having already been the choice of the people for 
President, had no rival worthy of the name. I 
The universal choice of ins party, no caucus or ! 
convention was required to settle conflicting 
claims. In 1833, General Jackson was still the 
choice of his party and the people. His party, | 
howcv.r, thought it necessary to put some other , 
man in the place of Calhoun, late Vice President | 
Accordingly on the 1st day of .May, 1833, met ; 
at Baltimore the first National Convention ever 
held in the United States. It is true that in the ! 
Decembir previous, the friends of Mr. play had 
met in convention at Baltimore tn nominate him 
for the Pnsidency. But this meeting scarcely 
deserved the name id" convention. There "had 
been ninrejtular appointment of delegates, and ' 
tin hteonsidefable portion of the country was 
represented. In September, 1830, also a so i 
r illed National Convention was held by the anti- 
Masonic party, a mere faction which, working 
upon the prejudice raised against Masonry bv the 
sudden disappearance of Morgan, had achieved : 
some successes in New York. Eleven States I 
were represented in this convention, which nomi i 
inted Win. Wirt and Amos Eilmaker. These i 
were gradual approximations towards the eou-a 
vention system, the triumph ol which we may] 
date from the Democratic Convention at Balti- 
more, in 1 K -'-.'- Of the 2MS electoral votes at | 
that time, only five were unrepresented. The 
celebrated two thiids rule was then established, 
on motion of Mr. S Hinders, of North Carolina. 
It is Worded as follows: 

"Retained, That each State he entitled in the 
nomination to be made of a candidate for the 
Vice Presidency, to a number of votes ei|iial lo 
the number that they will be entitled to in the ; 
Electoral College, under the new apportionment, 
in voting for President and Vice President, and i 
that two-thirds of the whole number of vote* in I 
the convention shall be necessary to constitute a 
choice." 

Van Buren received 2.33 votes, and consequent- 
ly the nomination. On .May 311th, 18.'I.">, was 
held the second great National Democratic Con- 
vention, and Van Buren was nominated for die ' 
Presidency at the hands of a National Democratic 
Convention. 

The convention system was now thoroughly , 
established- Previous to this time, it had been 
partially adopted in many of the States in the 
selection of their local candidates. The practice 
of this system his given harmony and solid 
Strength to the Democracy. It h.is allavcd its ! 
discords, hushed its dissensions, united its couu ! 
oils, combined its forces, and thus prepared the' 
means lor all its past triumphs. It rose upon 
the ruins of the caucus system, which became 
odious, because those whom it expect cd lo con- i 
trol had no voice in its mandates. Unauthorized | 
by ill'* people.it designated the rulers of the ! 
laud and demair.cd that tliey be placed in pow- i 
er Attachment to principle and party spirit! 
induced submission to this usurpation, until the I 
rank intrigue and .corruption which grew out of 
it w ere too manifest to be endured. By its secret 
decrees and unreasonable actions it Insulted the 
independence and intelligence of the people. 
Except in the mere fact ot designating candidates > 
to be voted for, there is no analogy whatever be- I 
tween the caucus system nnd the convention sys- 
tem. The latter derives its authority immediate- | 
ly trom ihe independent voters Of the party. [ 
They first meet in primary assemblies, deliberate, 
expiess their preference, and appoint ^heir dele 
eates. Thus the nomination ol that man who ' 
enjoys the greatest public love and confidence is 
effectually secured. Indeed, the theory of con" 
vention) is one of the most purely Republican 
and Democratic ever set forth. It applies the 
same principle of free suffrage and universal ex 
pression of preference to our choice of candidates 
that we enjoy under the Constitution in the 
choice of our rulers. Great national parties can 
only preserve their organization and achieve sue 
cess by this system. Our country U vast in ex- 
tent, embracing under one rule a number of 
tenii sovereign Slates, each varying in its local 
institutions, prejudices, nnd partialities If each j 
pursue these, regardless of the general good, we 
shall he split up into factions, to the utter ruin of 
our national strength, dignity, and perpetuity. 
For the general good, each must consent to sac- 
rifice something. The convention system, in its 
selection of candidates, gives ali nuopial chance, 
pledges all tu labor f.«r the general good, and, 
gu.de ' alone by the feelings of the people, oiler 
to their suffrage the man whom a majority of 
them most approve. Moreover, wl en conven- 
tions meet they are always organized with ref- 
erence to the population of each section which 
has sent delegates lo it, thus making the popular 
will and impartial representation the basis of 
their entire authority. Not so with caucuses, 
which had no authority from the people and 
which did not pretend to represent them. The 
one, if not the creature of corrupt faction and 
private ambition, is certain to foster them both; 
the other is un absolute necessity in a republic- 
like ours. 

Notw ithstan line, some Democrats are begin- 
ning to oppose conventions, to denounce them I 
even as a fraud on the rights of the neople, as i 
an engine of political corruption Forgetting 
the origin of the system, t'-e design for which it 
was created, the absolute necessity from which 1 
it sprung, they begin to regard it as giving undue 1 
power to irresponsible, unauthorized bodies of! 
men, who exert ise compulsory mfluenoe upon! 
the popular suffrage, and often succeed in ele- ! 
vating to office aspirants who have neither the 
approval or confidence of the people. We pro-

The Acquittal of Hon. D. E Sickles. 

Washington, April — Mr. Ould concluded 
lii* spleen at hftMt-ptti one oVlock. The Court 
Wilted the instruction prayed fur hy liie prosecu- 
tion, with eKplaaat tons, u<lmiit<-d some and 
retu-ieil other* "I the prayer* of the defense. The 
strictest atteution was paid to this part of the 
proceedings. The defense renewed the proposi 
tiou to submit the c;ise without argument. The 
Distiicl Attorney concurred entirely in the prop- 
osition. At three o'clock the jury returned, amid 
much etcitement, and gave « verdict of "not 
guilty." The applause was deafening, the audi 
laee nonaiae Mid waving their hats. 

The lollowili"; is a (.'ruphie description of the 
closing seen** in the Sickles trial : 

The door is opened, the Deputy Marshal cries 
«i:t, "M ike room for the jury." In they come, 
one bj one. and take their scats in the box. There 
is one' "cneral movement in the crowded room to 
get f. look at their faces All restraint is tor-rot- 
ten; benches and tables are mounted by the ex- 
cited and most venturesome. Hi re they come, is 
liuiTiedlv spoken ou all sides. Then there are 
cries of "down in front, get off I he lunches, ait 
down, silence in Court, order; hut it serins im- 
possible to restore order till the lodge directs the 
clerk to call the names of the jury. The uproar 
instantly subsides an las the clerk calls the jur.ii* 
and ihey respond, one of the officers calls out the 
number, when the twelfth name is called and re- 
sponded to, a pin might be heard to drop. 

Clerk — The jury standing. pAIliel E. Sickles, 
stand un, and look at the jury. How say you, 
gentlemen, have yon agreed to your verdict? 

Arnold, foreman— We have. 

Clerk— How say you, do you find the prisoner 
guilty or not guilty? 

Arnold— Not guilty. 

There was a loud, wild, thrilling, and tumultu- 
ous hurrah sent up bv the spectators; cheer alter 
cheer resounded IB the room, and wis taken up 
bv the multitude on tue ou'side and repeated; 
hats and handkerchiefs waved, and one general 
rusli was mule toward the dock. In the midst 
of the uproar, the voice of Mr. Stanton was heard 
to address the court.

Marshal Scldnn — Come tfi order, fentleurn, 
come to order; this is a place where there should 
be no DO 1*6. 

Mr Stcaton (tolling over with excitement) — Tn 
the name of Mr. Sickles and his eoun-cl, 1 desire 
to return thanks to the jury. 

Jadce IV. w lord w ho appeared the only person 1 
not excited) — Mr. Stanton, wait until the verdict 
is recorded. 

Mr. Stanton — Of course, your Honor. You 
must excuse the exc itement on this occasion. 

Clerk, to the jar J — Your record is that you find 
Daniel K Sickles not guilty? 

The jury nodded jllirmativelv. 

Clerk — And so say von all ? 

Another nod from the jury. 

Mr. Stanton — I now move that Mr. Sickles he 
diiOhnrgftd from onstody. 

Judge Crawford — Tue Court so orders. 

Mr. Stanton, turning to the crowd — Now go it ! 

Judge — No noise ! 

The pr ibibition was unheeded. Mr. Sickles, 
amid the renewed cheers of the audience, was 
taken out of the dealt by Cant. Wiley and Mr. 
Brady; the former, who is one of .Wr. Sickle*, 
m ist devoted friend , kissed him at the moment 
of his deliverance, ami held fast by him as they 
tried to make their way to the door. 

Congratulations, earnest and loud, ami frankly 
expressed, saluted »'r. Sickles from all points, and 
th. nigh strong emotion was exhibited in the swol- 
len veins of ins temple, his voice was calm and 
steady, and the effort which he manifestly m ule 
to retain calmness and composure was successful. 
His expression betrayed no feeling <>t joy but 
tiiat of a man Who felt conscious that he h d run 
iii> risk, and the trial through which lie had pBAtt ■ ! 
could li ive no other result. The jury evincing a 
desire to congratulate him, he slepped over the 
forms to meet their salutations, which were 
heartily tendered. The counsel (or the defense 
also exchanged compliments and gratnlaliOM 
with the jurors. 

.Finally by great exertion a passage to the door 
was effected. As soon as he w as recognized out- 
side cheers were then taken up. 

Mi. Shaw, of the New York Herald, had rush- 
ed down to the Natioml Hotel MSOOB as the jury 
returned", and jumping on the driver's box drove 
the hack to the comt noose; all the hackmen on 
the stand and llrown's followed Ins example, and 
there was nearly a score of Carriages at the City 
Hall as Mr. Sickles canr.e out. The laws no 
like wildlire through the city, and crowds hurried 
to the City Hall. The excitement was as intense 
as instantaneous. As. Mr. Sickles stepped down 
the -tails of the City Hall, lie was Burrdunded 
and sop ported by his immediate personal friends, 
and was enthusiastically cheered, and calls were 
made lor a speech. With considerable exertion, 
for he w as last becoming faint, he was gotten into 
one of the Carriages in waiting. In the same car- 
riage were Graham, Wiley, and Urown, of Nctt 
York. A movement was made by the crowd to 
take the horses out of the carriage and draw it 
themselves but il was detected and prevented. 
The carriage drove away followed by many 
others, and an Immense crowd. He was taken to 
the house of Mr. Melilair, next door to his for- 
mer residence. 

The Opposition in Tennessee. 

A Convention of the Opposition party of 
Tennessee, held at Nashville, on the 29th tilt., 
nominated Got. .lolin Motherland for Governor, 
lion. Neil S. Brown presided. Sjieechcs were 
made by Hon. .Tore Clemens, rbnnarlr Sena- 
tor from Alabama, ex-Senator II. S. Foote, of 
Mississippi, an l oth.-r.s. The following plat- 
form, reported by Gjn. ZolicofFer, was adopt- 
ed. 

The people of Tennessee opposed to the 
Domocr.ttic party declare : 

1. That the Union, as established the by Fed- 
eral Constitution, is the BUMat guaranty of the 
rights and interest of all sections of the country, 
and should be preserved. 

2. That wdiile we will maintain with unwa- 
vering firmness, our constitutional rights in re- 
lation to slavery, we believe thai the- fUtther agi- 
tation of the question tends to no practical good 
to any portion of the Country, and should there- 
fore cease; regarding the principle as settled, 
tint the people, when they come to forma Con- 
stitution ami establish a State Government, shall 

decide tho question lor themselves. 

H. That we are opp sed to direct taxation and 

in favor of a tariff adequate to the expenses ol 

an ec momic.il administration of the general gov- 
ernment, with specific duties where applie.i 
b!e. discriminating in lav r of Aferican industry. 

4. That the United Stales should accept the 
Island of Cuba at any lime when it can be ac- 

. quired consistently with the national honor, and 
should oppose to the last extremity its transler 
to any foreign power. 

5. That in the disn isition of the public lands, 
otherw ise than for Governmental purposes, Ten- 
nessee and all the old Slates are equally entitled 
to receive a proportion with the States and Ter- 
ritories where they are located. 

G. That we are in favor of a reasonable exten- 
sion ot the period of probation now prescribed for 
the naturalization of foreigners, and a more rigid 
enforcement of the law upon that subject — the 
prohibition of the emigration of foreign pauper! 
and criminals, and the prevention of all foreign 
ers not naturalized from voting at elections. 

7. That the recommendation of the President 
that Congress shall confer on him the war-mak- 
ing power, anil subject the army and navy to li s 
control, with the demand for enormous appropri- 
ations out of the public Treasury to carry out his 
views, coupled with ti e reckless extravagance, 
waste of public money, and corruption practiced 
. under the present Administration, deserve the 
unqualified condemnation and rebuke of the 
wh de country. 

H. That we are in favor of a sound and well regu- 
lated banking system, the issues w hereof shall, 
by being payable on their face at the place 
whence issued, be convertible, at the will oi the 
holder, into the precious metals. 

9. That we favor the maintenance, inviolate, of 
the public faith, by the prompt payment, at what' 
«»»•' .vcritice, of lite publ.c debt, and no farther 



incre ?e of it, unless for some oljectof indispei - 
■able public necessity. 

1(1. Thai we here pledge ourselves to use our 
eari e t exertions anil united inllui nee, to over- 
throw that party, which, having brought iheG ov- 
ermen! to bankruptcy, and tilled the whole laud 
with dis oru. have now themselves caught the 
contagion, and agree in nothing but a desire lor 
dominion, and are bound together by no tie ex- 
cept the "cohesive power of public plunder."
